1. Seventy of the 123 references used in CIA were trans- 
lated or exploited by FDD and disseminated as eports. 25X11 
However, none of the 70 references was attributed to FDD or to a report 
code number.

2. This neglect by OSI to reference FDD reports as sources of 
information appears also to be generally followed in the OSI week y 
series, "Scientific Intelligence Digest." As in the CIA report, 
the original-language sources are given; occasionally "CIA" will be 
credited for the item with the[  ]date of publication only. 25X14 


3. Broad consideration of OSI reports seems to indicate that 
crediting FDD products varies among analysts and areas of that office.

4, We have had inguiries from OSI personnel regarding the relation- 
ship between the uncredited items and FDD reports. Such inquiries have 
revealed that correct reference of the items to the related 25X1
